WHEREAS, FWCS desires to be assured that fire protection by 
City is available at the said above-described locations and that 
the City present to schools included above the City's Fire Safety 
Programs, and 

WHEREAS, in the summer of 1978, the FWCS closed the Hanna 
School which is located on South Lafayette Street due to obso¬ 
lescence, and 

WHEREAS, at that time, the FWCS determined that said facility 
was no longer useful for school or school-related purposes, and 

WHEREAS, since the closing of said school, the FWCS has been 
unsuccessful in locating a purchaser interested in acquiring said 
facility, and 

WHEREAS, other civic organizations have indicated an interest 
in having the City acquire said facility, and 

WHEREAS, the regulations of the State of Indiana specifically 
permit local governmental units such as the City and FWCS to make 
the most efficient use of their powers by enabling them to enter 
into agreements with each other on the basis of mutual advantage 
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and thereby provide services and facilities which will accord 
best with factors which influence the needs and development of 
the community, and 

WHEREAS, FWCS is interested in entering into an agreement 
with the City for fire protection at certain of its facilities, 
and 

WHEREAS, the City is interested in acquiring the Hanna 
School site for its broad purposes. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne that the said Common Council hereby accepts 
and ratifies the agreement between the City of Fort Wayne and the 
FWCS whereby the City will provide fire protection for the said 
school district to the above listed schools lying outside the 
corporate limits of Fort Wayne in exchange for the conveyance of 
the Hanna School to the City and the sum of Three Thousand Dollars 
($3,000) per year for the first five (5) years of the Agreement 
and for the second five (5) years of the agreement. Thirteen 
Hundred Dollars ($1,300) per year per school listed above still 
lying outside the corporate limits of the City of Fort Wayne.

AGREEMENT 


THIS AGREEMENT is entered into in duplicate this 3^^ day 
of August, 1979, by and between the CITY OF FORT WAYNE, Indiana, 
hereinafter referred to as "City" and the FORT WAYNE COMMUNITY 
SCHOOLS, hereinafter referred to as- "FWCS". 

WHEREAS, FWCS owns, operates and maintains certain schools 
and school buildings located near but outside the corporate limits 
of the City, described as follows:

WHEREAS, FWCS desires to be assured that fire protection by 
City is available at the said above-described locations and that 
the City present to schools included above the City’s Fire Safety 
Programs, and 

WHEREAS, in the summer of 1978 the FWCS closed the Hanna School 
which is located on South Lafayette Street due to obsolescence, and 
WHEREAS, at that time the FWCS determined that said facility 
was no longer useful for school or school-related purposes, and 

WHEREAS, since the closing of said school, the FWCS has been 
unsuccessful in locating a purchaser interested in acquiring said 
facility, and 

WHEREAS, other civic organizations have indicated an interest 
in having the City acquire said facility, and 

WHEREAS, the regulations of the State of Indiana specifically 
permit local governmental units such as the City and FWCS to make 
the most efficient use of their powers by enabling them to enter 
into agreements with each other on the basis of mutual advantage 
and thereby provide services and facilities which will accord best 
with factors which influence the needs and development of the 
community, and 



WHEREAS, FWCS is interested in entering into an agreement with 
the City for fire protection at certain of its facilities, and 

WHEREAS, the City is interested in acquiring the Hanna School 
site for its broad purposes. 

NOW, THEREFORE, the parties agree as follows: 

1. From August 1979, until August 3<9 * 4 -, 1989, upon 

the receipt of City's Fire Department of a notification or signal 
that there is a fire on the premises of the above-described schools. 
City shall cause the proper fire fighting station or stations to 
send such fire fighting equipment, material, and personnel to the 
premises as it reasonably sends to other similar locations within 
the corporate limits of City. 

2. City shall cause its Fire Department personnel and Fire 
Prevention Bureau personnel to inspect the school buildings, equip¬ 
ment, and facilities at each of the said locations periodically, at 
mutually convenient times, to familiarize such personnel with said 
buildings, equipment, and facilities and the operations on the 
premises and to enforce the City Fire Prevention Code so as to (1) 
determine the types of fire which may resonably be anticipated on 

the premises; (2) be able to render service commensurate with existing 
service conditions; (3) so as to make recommendations relative to fire 
prevention. 

3. City shall also cause its Fire Prevention Bureau to conduct 
the same School Fire Safety Program for those schools named 

herein as the program is conducted for schools located within the 
corporate limits of City. 

4. City shall also provide total fire service to an additional 
six FWCS facilities- at no special charge since they are presently 
included in an annexation ordinance or could easily be included in 
one. City will cooperate with FWCS in seeing that such annexation 
efforts are programmed on a reasonable time-line. Facilities include 
the following:

5. During the first five years of this agreement, FWCS will pay 
to the City the sum of Thirteen Thousand Dollars ($13,000.00) per 
year for fire protection and other services provided herein for all 
schools outside the corporate city limits with the exception of 
those schools listed in paragraph 4 of this agreement. However, 

in consideration of the conveyance by FWCS to the City of the . 

Hanna School site, as outlined herein, the FWCS will receive a 
credit of Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000.00) toward the payment 
referred to above, leaving a balance payable to the City of Three 
Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) per year for the first five years of 
this agreement, which sum may be paid annually or in a lump sum 
at the option of the FWCS. 

6. During the second five years of this agreement, the FWCS 
will, pay to the City the sum of Thirteen Hundred Dollars ($1300.00) 
per school per year, for fire protection and other services provided 
herein, for all schools' outside the corporate city limits with the 
exception of those schools listed in paragraph 4 of this agreement. 
Said sums shall be payable on the 1st day of August, 1984, and 

each year thereafter on the same date during the second five 
years of this agreement. 

7. FWCS will convey to the City the Hanna School site which 
is located at 2000 South Lafayette Street, together with all 
improvements located thereOn with the understanding that the City 
will assume all expenses involved in the conveyance such as abstract 
and survey fees, excluding the cost of the preparation of the closing 
documents. 

8. FWCS will give the City possession of the school at time 
of closing and possession of the mobile classroom on or before 
November 1, 1979. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, this agreement has been duly authorized 
and executed as of the date first above written by the duly auth¬ 
orized officers and representatives of the parties.
